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WHERE Is THE TROUBLE? 


With the signing of the armis- 
tice it was expected that building 
operations in London, suspended 
by the war, would be quickened. 
But so far there are no signs of 
a renewal of work on a dozen or 
more huge untinished structures 
in various parts of the city. 

Labor unrest is the cause as- 
signed by one big contractor for 
this state of affairs. ‘‘If it were 
not for the labor unrest,’’ he said, 
“I believe we should be so hey 
that we could employ the services 
of every man available. The un- 
rest ig not confined to the build- 
ing world. Manufacturers, banks, 
insurance companies and other 
large corporations which have 
been thinking of rebuilding are 
for the present holding their 
hands.’’ 

While not so acute, perhaps, 
yet the same conditions prevail in 
this country, and instead of get- 
ting better, it is becoming dv. 
edly worse. There ish just one so- 
lution of the problem, so far as we 
in America concerned, and 
that is a better understanding be 
tween the men who hire and those 
who do the work. Until these two 
elements are willing to met on a 
common ground and honestly en- 
deavor to do that hich is to the 
best interest of every

WRECKED THEIR PAPER 


After eight months’ experi- 
mentation, a newspaper at Atlan- 
tic City, which was: produced en- 
tirely with female talent, has re- 
turned to sanity and common 
sense. The experiment was <a 
failure, as capable men knew it 
would be*from the start, just as 
a newspaper would be foredoomed 
to failure if announcement were 
made in advance that under no 
circumstances would women be 
employed in any department. The 
one resolution would be quite as 
much out of keeping with journal- 
ism ag the other. Newspapers are 
not made by fancies and frills; 
they are unmade. 

They are purvevorsh of infor 
mation on all sorts of subjects. 
and that is why all sorts of peo- 
ple must be engaged in their pro. 
duction if the publisher has any 
hope of success. There are cer- 
tain lines of newspaper work for 
which women are not fitted and 
never will be fitted; just as’ there 
are certain lines of newspaper 
work for which men are not fitted 
and never will be fitted. Every 
editor and publisher of ability 
in the country recognizes this. 

It is no reflection on the women 
that they failed; a close corpor- 
ation of men would have failed 
just as miserably.
